Testing clinic spots problems

Anyone seeking new ways to 
improve their learning abilities should 
look into LSUS' new Testing and 
Evaluation Clinic sponsored by the 
psychology department. 

The clinic offers 

cognitive/achievement assessment, 
personality assessment and 
intervention for those who may require 
help beyond the testing and evaluation 
the center offers. 

Most tests such as the Intelligence 
Quotient test are designed to evaluate a 
student's potential and areas of 
strongest and weakest abilities. The 
tests may also pinpoint sources of 
behavioral problems that hinder 
academic success. 

Fees for the clinic's services will be 
based upon a sliding scale that uses a 
family's gross annual income and the 
number of dependents claimed on their 
1992 income tax returns. 

For example, a family with four 
dependents and a gross annual income 
of 530,000 would be charged 5160 for 


the personality assessment. A family 
with the same number of dependents 
but earning only $15,000 would be 
charged $130 for the same test. All 
full-time students will be charged by 
the lowest fee scale. 

The Testing and Evaluation Clinic 
employs graduate students who work 
under the direction of Dr. Merikay 
Ringer, assistant professor of 
psychology. Through their 
undergraduate studies, these students 
have received the training necessary to 
administer and evaluate results of all 
tests offered 

The clinic is located in BE 115 and 
is open Monday-Thursday, 1-6 p.m. 
Most testing will be by appointment. 
AH sessions will be completely 
confidential. 

Dr. Ringer hopes that both students 
and the general community will take 
advantage of the center, 

"We can give ideas about what to do 
to help problem children in the 
classroom„,We can also help LSUS 
students find the source of their 
academic troubles," she said.

Since state's in the black 
LSUS deserves funds 

Check your calendar, kids* Il's lime for the annual midyear budget 
cuts* But wail! The state books are in black and not red* Could wc 
possibly avoid the budget axe this year? 

Recently stale officials announced that slate income should be 
slightly ahead of spending through the end of the stated fiscal year on 
June 30, 1994* Lasi year when the budget was in ihe red. Governor 
Edwin Edwards ordered $100 million in cuts* Constitutionally ihe only 
areas that could be touched were higher education and health care* 
Those of you with a good memory will recall that LSUS' share of those 
cuts amounted to about $670,000* 

The 73 percent cut meant fewer sections of classes, shortened lab 
hours, a freeze on hiring and shortened library hours* And of course, a 
tuition hike* 

Students tried to voice their anger. They wrote letters and protested, 
but it didn't help. We still got the budget axe* 

So now they're saying we might actually be in the black this year* 
Wc might have money left over * So our question is what will happen 
to the surplus? Logically it should go to areas that made up the 
difference last year. Namely, higher education and health care. 

Early projections show the state to be in the black by $2*5 million. 
This may not sound like a lot of money, but it's something lo work 
with. Now, since Hillary Rodham Clinton is about to change heallh 
care as we know it today-of course, with Hillary in charge, your entire 
family will be covered for 13 cents a year-health care could do without 
the money . So well just skip to higher education* 

As mentioned earlier, $2.5 million isn't a whole lot of money* But 
the state will be getting additional money from the riveiboai deals, so 
ihey could sweeten the pot. Then they could split it up between all the 
universities hit wilh by budget cuts Iasi year* This still wouldn't be 
enough to offer a substantial reduction in tuition, but every little bit 
helps.
